Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  John  Trumbull,  Thomas  C.  Browiiell, 
Timothy  Pitkin,  John  S.  Peters,  William  W.  Ellsworth,  Thomas  Day, 
Thomas  Robins,  Daniel  Burhans,  Thomas  Hubbard,  Isaac  Toucey, 
Nathaniel  S.  Wheaton,  George  Sumner,  Roger  M.  Sherman,  William  T. 
Williams,  Martin  Wells,  Joseph  Battell,  William  Cooley,  Thomas  H. 
Gallaudet,  Thomas  S.  Williams,  Eli  Todd,  Walter  Mitchell,  George  W\ 
Doane,  Samuel  B.  Woodward,  S.  H.  Huntington,  Samuel  W.  Dana, 
James  Gould,  Samuel  A.  Foote,  Nathan  Johnson,  Hawley  Olmsted, 
Benjamin  Trumbull,  John  Hall,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  forever  here- 
after, a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society , 
and  by  that  name,  they,  their  associates  and  successors  shall  and  may 
have  perpetual  succession;  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  alter  at  pleasure,  ma:y  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by- 
laws and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
''the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly.

ARTICLE  I.      MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  jiersons  residing  ont 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquir}-,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  fur- 
nished by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the 
applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corres^Donding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership . 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Societv. 


ARTICI.E   II.      OFFICERS. 

SfxTion  I.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members. 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  b}-  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  iinder  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  fvill  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  witli  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Section  3.  The  Comiyittee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Committee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthh'  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generall)^  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


article  IV.      DONATIONS  AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  everj-  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 


reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE  V.      LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  lyibrarj'. 

The  library  shall  be  opened  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Piiblication. 

ARTICLE  VI.      PUBLICATION  FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Societj'  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 


prcsibcnfs  Clbbrcss. 


WE  bring  to  a  close  to-daj^  another  year  of  the  work  of  our 
Society,  the  first  complete  year  of  our  occupation  of 
the  newly  provided  rooms  in  this  building,  so  long  our  home. 
The  Librarian  will  tell  you  presently  of  the  details  of  the  im- 
portant work  under  his  care,  to  which  he  devotes  each  year 
so  much  intelligent  and  wisely  directed  thought  and  labor; 
and  he  will  continue  his  record  of  the  gifts  to  our  collections 
and  his  report  of  the  constant  use  of  those  collections  by 
members  and  others.  The  Treasurer's  report,  of  which  I  shall 
presently  give  an  outline,  will  show  how  much  w^e  are  doing 
with  the  income  now  available,  and  will  suggest  how  greatly 
we  are  in  need  of  provision  for  the  increase  of  that  income. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

In  the  year  just  passed  we  have  elected  thirty -four  active 
members,  and  the  name  of  one  judge  of  the  superior  court 
has  been  added  to  the  list  of  ex-offido  members.  The  newly 
elected  Governor  of  the  State  has  been  an  active  member  for 
the  past  twelve  years,  has  throughout  that  time  taken  an 
active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Society,  and  has  frequently 
read  at  our  meetings  papers  of  great  value.  Nine  active 
members  (one  of  them  a  member  for  life)  have  died;  two  have 
resigned,  and  the  names  of  two  have  been  dropped  from  the 
roll.  We  have  at  present  one  honorary  member,  nine  cor- 
responding members,  nineteen  cx-officio-  members  (two  of  wdiom 
are  also  on  the  list  of  active  members),  and  three  hundred  and 
ninety- nine  active  members,  of  whom  forty  are  members  for 
life.  I  repeat  my  conviction  that  we  ought  to  have  at  least 
five  hundred  members  (that  is  to  say,  a  hundred  and  forty 
more  than  we  have)  regularly  paying  their  annual  dues. 

OBITUARY. 

We  have  been  called  to  record  this  year,  as  already  noted, 
the  death  of  nine  active  members: 

Horace  Smith  Fuller,  M.  D.,  of  Hartford,  elected  a 
member  in  1886,  well  known  in  the  community  as  a  skilful 
physician,  an  enthusiastic  and  judicious  collector  of  antiquities. 
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and  a  generous  donor  to  the  Athenaeum  from  his  store  of 
ceramics,  died  30  December  19 10. 

Julius  Deming  Perkins,  of  lyitchfield,  sometime  State  Sena- 
tor, who  was  admitted  a  life-member  in  1890,  died  19  March  191 1 . 

Mrs.  Martha  Whiting  Burton,  of  Hartford,  who  became 
a  member  in  1893,  died  25  March  191 1. 

Miles  Barber  Preston,  sometime  Mayor  of  Hartford, 
whose  membership  dated  from  1899,  died  10  May  1911. 

General  Arthur  L.  Goodrich,  of  Hartford,  sometime 
of  the  Governor's  staff,  treasurer  of  the  Courant  Company, 
a  member  of  the  Society  since  1905,  died  16  April  191 1. 

James  Monroe  Paine,  of  Danielson,  elected  a  member  in 
1905,  died  September  19 10. 

William  O.  Seymour,  of  Ridgefield,  admitted  to  member- 
ship also  in  1905,  died  24  January  191 1. 

John  Hyde  Peck,  of  West  Hartford,  honored  as  a  teacher, 
who  became  a  member  in  1906,  died  11  May  191 1. 

Mrs.  Emoret  Scott  Risley,  of  Rockville,  a  member  since 
1907,  died  3  April  191 1.

In  April,  by  Professor  Charles  M.  Andrews,  of  Yale  Uni- 
versity, on  the  English  Board  of  Trade  and  its  Papers. 

In  May,  by  President  Flavel  S.  Euther,  on  Dorr's  Rebellion. 


The  attendance  at  the  pnblic  meetings,  to  hear  the  prepared 
papers  and  the  discnssion  upon  them,  has  been  somewhat 
increased  as  attention  has  been  called  to  them  b}'  a  l:)ulletin 
posted  in  the  hall  below,  where  it  can  be  seen  by  all  who  enter 
the  building.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  still  more,  who  would 
certainly  be  interested  in  the  matters  presented  from  time  to 
time,  will  know  of  and  appreciate  the  opportunities  which  are 
thus  offered. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  .show  that  our  income  this  past 
year  for  dues  and  dividends  has  been  $1,223,  while  the 
ordinary  expenses,  including  an  annual  charge  of  $244  for  in- 
surance, have  amounted  to  about  $1,850;  and  the  cost  of 
furniture  for  the  new  reading-room  makes  the  whole  amount 
expended  for  necessary  purposes  about  $2,100.  To  meet  the 
deficit  in  ordinary  income,  $244 — $30  more  than  last  year — 
has  been  received  from  members  in  reply  to  a  special  appeal, 
now  made  for  the  third  time;  and  our  first  Vice-President, 
James  J.  Goodwin,  Esq.,  has  again  made  a  liberal  donation  of 
$500,  for  which  our  most  sincere  thanks  are  due.  A  balance 
of  about  $50  overdrawn  must  be  carried  to  the  new^  year. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  the  hope  that  all  of 
our  members  who  feel  that  they  can  afford  to  add  to  their 
annual  dues  a  special  subscription,  so  that  their  whole  pay- 
ment will  be  $10  or  $5,  or  at  least  a  dollar  more  than  the 
required  amount,  will  do  so  for  the  benefit  of  themselves  and 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  community  for  whose  benefit  it  exists 
and  works. 

The  standing  committee,  acting  on  a  suggestion  made  by  the 
Treasurer,  has  taken  order  for  a  separation  of  the  principal 
and  interest  accounts  of  the  Publication  Fund.  And  I  desire 
to  call  attention  to  the  distinct  statements  in  the  Treasurer's 
report  of  the  foundation  and  present  condition  of  each  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society. 

The  annual  grant  to  the  Society  made  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  is  for  purposes  of  publication  and 
appears  in  the  income  of  the  Publication  Fund.  It  is  of 
advantage  to  the  Society  in  furthering  an  important  part  of 
our  work;    but    it    is    of  greater  advantage  to  the  State    by 


putting  into  public  libraries  and  thus  at  the  disposal  of  many 
readers  a  large  amount  of  valuable  and  interesting  material. 

PUBLICATIONS,   ETC. 

The  thirteenth  volume  of  the  Society's  Collections  has  been 
published  in  the  past  year.  It  is  the  second  volume  of  the 
Governor  Law  papers,  covering  the  sixteen  months  from 
August  1745  to  December  1746,  edited  by  our  Secretary  with 
his  wonted  accuracy. 

At  the  meeting  in  October,  Mrs.  Gurdon  W.  Russell,  whose 
late  husband  was  for  a  long  time  our  senior  member,  presented 
to  the  Society  150  copies  of  a  handsome  volume  on  which  he 
had  bestowed  much  labor,  "Descendants  of  John  Russell, 
Cambridge,  1635,"  to  be  sold  as  occasion  should  offer,  and 
the  income  applied  for  the  purchase  of  genealogical  and  his- 
torical books  to  be  credited  to  the  Dr.  G.  W.  Russell  Book 
Fund. 

In  the  year  1905,  Mr.  W.  H.  C.  Pynchon  deposited  with 
the  Society  under  a  special  agreement  a  collection  of  the  works 
of  the  Worshipful  William  Pynchon  of  Agawam,  which  had 
been  the  property  of  the  late  President  Pynchon  of  Trinity 
College.  Mr.  Pynchon  and  his  wife  having  both  died  recently, 
an  agreement  of  the  same  tenor  as  the  former  has  been  made, 
by  authority'  of  the  Society,  with  the  representatives  of  their 
heirs,  so  that  this  valuable  collection  remains  in  our  custody. 

The  work  of    historical    societies,    as   I   have   remarked   in 

former  years,  is  constantl}'  proving  itself  of  greater  value  to 

the  communit}'  and  as  constantly  attracting  the  attention  of 

intelligent  men  and  women.     We  owe  it  to  ourselves  and  to 

all  whom  we  can  serve  that  we  increase  the  value  of  our  service 

year  by  year.

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

After  a  year's  occupation  of  our  new  rooms,  it  is  gratifying 
to  say  that  they  are  found  for  the  most  part  by  our  readers  to 
be  very  pleasant  in  their  location  and  facilities  for  consulting 
the  classes  of  books  that  are  most  used.  The  quiet  of  the  old 
rooms  is  wanting  in  the  new,  and  in  the  summer  time  they  are 
found  to  be  very  warm.  We  are  still  embarrassed  by  lack  of 
room  for  our  library;  for,  except  in  the  matter  of  a  fine  news- 
paper room,  we  have  gained  nothing  in  shelf  space  by  the 
change  to  the  present  rooms.  Practically  all  of  our  fine  series 
of  United  States  Congressional  Documents  and  departmental 
reports,  comprising  several  thousand  volumes,  are  piled  in  the 
basement  and  cannot  be  consulted.  A  large  room  in  the  Annex 
building  has  been  filled  with  temporary  shelving  and  is  stored 
full  with  books  and  pamphlets.  These,  for  the  most  part, 
cannot  be  gotten  at  for  consultation,  although  some  of  them 
are  not  infrequently  desired.  Such  a  situation  is  very  dis- 
couraging, not  only  to  your  librarian,  but  to  all  members  of 
the  Society  who  realize  it. 

Volume  thirteen  of  our  series  of  ' '  Collections,  ' '  comprising 
the  second  volume  of  the  Governor  Jonathan  Law  correspond- 
ence, August  1745  to  December  1746,  was  received  from  the 
press  and  issued  in  March.  It  forms  a  book  of  above  400  pages 
octavo.  Most  of  the  work  of  making  the  copy  for  this  volume, 
and  all  of  the  proof  reading  and  indexing  has  been  done  by 
3^our  librarian,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  publication  committee 
as  editor.  Included  in  this  volume  is  a  list  of  more  than  450 
Connecticut  soldiers  who  were  in  service  at  Louisburg  either 
at  the  time  of  or  soon  after  its  surrender  to  the  English  in  1745. 
This  list  has  never  before  been  published,  and  it  should  prove 
of  much  interest  to  many  who  are  seeking  the  militar}'  service 
of  their  colonial  ancestors.  Copies  of  the  book  have  been  sent 
to  all  of  our  regular  exchanging  .societies  and  to  those  who  have 
contributed  (including  their  annual  dues)  ten  dollars  or  more 
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towards  the  current  expenses  of  the  Society;  and  three  hundred 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  State  for  distribution.  Copy  is 
already  prepared,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  documents,  for 
the  third  and  final  volume  of  the  Law  papers. 

The  "annual  report,"  a  pamphlet  of  39  pages  containing 
the  usual  information  of  the  work  of  the  Society,  was  issued 
in  June. 

Two  friends  of  the  Society,  Mrs.  Frank  P.  Moulton  and  Mrs. 
George  Kingsbury,  have  arranged  and  mounted  in  sixteen  scrap 
books  the  genealogical  data  from  the  Boston  Transcript.  With 
three  volumes  previously  arranged  by  Miss  Gay,  we  now  have 
this  data  in  convenient  form  for  reference  from  November  1894 
to  November  1909.  The  same  ladies  have  also  mounted  in 
scrap  books  the  genealogical  data  from  the  Hartford  Times, 
the  clippings  for  which  have  been  given  us  by  Miss  Mary 
Griswold.  This  work  had  also  been  commenced  by  Miss  Gay, 
and  three  volumes  are  now  filled. 

A  list  has  been  completed  during  the  year,  somewhat  similar 
to  the  compilation  made  some  years  since  upon  the  Probate 
Districts,  of  the  Congregational  Ecclesiastical  Societies  formed 
in  the  state  previous  to  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  in 
1818.  It  is  intended  to  show  in  this  list  the  date  of  the  form- 
ation of  each  society  and  the  town  or  towns  in  which  it  was 
located,  the  changes  in  its  (nominal)  location  caused  by  the 
division  of  towns  with  the  date  of  such  changes,  and  the 
different  names  both  official  and  popular  which  have  been 
applied  from  time  to  time  to  each  society.  To  accomplish 
this  in  a  manner  absolutely  complete  and  perfect  is  probably 
impossible;  and  the  best  that  your  librarian  dares  hope  is  that 
few  if  any  serious  errors  or  omissions  have  been  made  in  the 
list.  It  has  been  found  very  useful  in  the  work  of  the  library, 
and  probably  this  usefulness  would  be  increased  if  the  list  were 
put  into  type. 

The  H.st  of  family  genealogies  on  our  shelves  printed  not 
quite  ten  years  ago  has  now  become  very  much  out  of  date, 
through  the  addition  since  that  time  of  five  hundred  genealo- 
gies. It  would  be  a  great  convenience  if  a  new  list  brought 
up  to  date  could  be  printed.*

The  number  of  gifts  to  the  Hbrary  is  about  one  hundred 
greater  than  last  year,  being,  exchisive  of  manuscripts,  608 
volumes,  392  pamphlets  and  27  miscellaneous.  The  purchases, 
including  nine  volumes  credited  to  the  lyucy  A.  Brainard  Book 
Fund,  two  to  the  William  F.  J.  Boardraan  Fund  and  one  to 
the  Charles  J.  Hoadly  Fund,  are  67  volumes,  189  pamphlets 
and  two  miscellaneous.  One  volume  has  been  acquired  by 
exchange.  This  makes  a  total  of  676  volumes,  581  pamphlets, 
and  29  miscellaneous;  or  a  grand  total  of  1,286  items. 

The  number  of  readers  during  the  year  has  been  3,460, 
an  increase  over  the  number  last  year  of  twenty-three  per 
cent.

The  following  nine  volumes  of  Massachusetts  Vital  Records 
have  been  purchased  with  the  income  from  the  Lucy  A.

(2  vols.),  Newbury  (2  vols.),  Newburyport,  Pembroke. 

With  the  income  from  the  William  F.  J.  Boardman  Fund 
the  Ward  Genealogy  and  Wells'  History  of  Hatfield  have  been 
purchased;  and  with  the  income  from  the  Charles  J.  Hoadly 
Fund  the  Fuller  Genealogy. 

The  purchase  of  a  copy  of  the  laws  passed  by  the  Connecticut 
Legislature  at  the  session  of  May,  1808,  supplies  the  only  lack 
in  our  collection  of  the  official  issues  of  Connecticut  statutes 
and  session  laws  since  the  close  of  the  Revolution.

From  our  Vice-President,  James  J.  Goodwin,  we  have 
received  the  Index  Hbrary  vohimes  38,  39,  40,  and  parts  of 
twelve  other  voktmes.  The  completed  volumes  comprise 
Leicester  marriage  licences  1 570-1 729,  Worcester  wills  1601- 
1652,  Gloucester  inquisitiones  post  mortem  1302-1358.  Also 
the  Victoria  History  of  Nottingham,  volume  2,  Marriage 
licences  of  Bath  and  Wells,  and  the  current  volume  of  the 
Genealogist.  From  our  Vice-President,  Carl  Stoeckel,  and  his 
wife  the  Records  of  the  church  in  Norfolk  during  the  pastorate 
of  Rev.  Ammi  Ruhamah  Robbins,  1761-1813.  The  Stokes 
Records,  the  first  volume  of  which  in  two  parts  has  been  pre- 
sented by  the  author,  Anson  Phelps  Stokes,  is  worthy  of 
especial  notice  for  its  elaborateness  and  beauty.  William  R. 
Good.speed,  the  publisher,  has  presented  the  fifth  and  final 
volume  of  his  very  useful  series,  Men  of  Mark  in  Connecticut. 
The  Lewis  Historical  Publishing  Company  of  New  York  has 
presented  two  of  its  genealogical  works,  each  of  four  quarto 
volumes.  Genealogical  and  family  history  of  the  state  of  Maine 
and  Genealogical  and  personal  memoirs  of  families  of  Boston 
and  eastern  Massachusetts.  From  Dr.  Franklin  B.  Dexter  we 
have  received  Flagg's  Guide  to  Massachusetts  local  history, 
and  from  the  Library  of  Congress  a  list  of  American  and  P^ng- 
lish  genealogies  in  that  library.  From  Jones  Brothers,  the 
publishers,  we  have  received  vol.  12,  completing  their  issue  of 
Ridpath's  History  of  the  United  States;  from  James  N.  Arnold 
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Vital  record  of  Rhode  Island  vol.  19;  from  Sarah  N.  Pardee  of 
Hartford  a  large  number  of  miscellaneous  books  and  pamphlets; 
from  Mary  K.  Talcott  Essex  marriages  vol.  i  and  Hertford- 
shire marriages  vols,  i,  2,  with  the  expressed  hope  that  these 
might  act  as  an  incentive  to  other  members  to  add  further  pub- 
lications of  English  records  which  have  American  interest. 

The  diary  of  James  K.  Polk  in  four  volumes  has  been 
presented  by  the  Chicago  Historical  Society,  and  papers  of 
President  Millard  Filmore  in  two  volumes  by  the  Buffalo 
Historical  Society. 

At  the  October  meeting  a  letter  was  read  from  Mrs.  Gurdon  W. 
Russell  presenting  to  the  Society  one  hundred  fifty  copies  of  the 
"  Descendants  of  John  Russell,  Cambridge,  1635,"  which  had 
been  in  part  compiled  by  Dr.  Russell  and  completed  after  his 
death  by  E.  Stanley  Welles.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
these  books  to  constitute  "The  Dr.  Gurdon  W.  Russell  Book 
Fund,"  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of 
historical  and  genealogical  works  for  the  library. 

The  annual  gift  of  directories  received  this  year  from  the 
Messrs  Geer  of  the  Hartford  Printing  Company  consisted  of 
154  volumes,  comprising  137,500  pages.  A  count  shows  that 
we  now  have  in  our  collection  279  different  series  of  directories. 
The  great  majority  of  these  are  of  different  cities,  including 
such  distant  places  as  the  Philippine  Islands  and  Sydney, 
N.  S.  \V.  In  a  few  instances  there  are  more  than  one  series 
of  the  same  city,  such  as  a  personal  and  a  business  directory 
of  Philadelphia;  and  a  few  directories  of  different  trades  or 
professions  are  included  in  the  list.  Some  of  the  series  contain 
30  to  40  different  years  (New  Britain  and  Middletown),  one 
contains  75  (Hartford),  and  one  extends  back,  with  many 
omissions,  for  more  than  a  century  (New  York). 

Through  the  kiiid  suggestions  of  Mrs.  Jane  T.  Smith  we 
have  received  from  Mrs.  Eucy  Howe  Bowdoin  of  Salem,  Mass., 
the  portrait  of  her  mother's  own  cousin,  Lucy  Ruggles  Howe. 
Miss  Howe  was  the  daughter  of  Lewis  Howe  of  Hardwick, 
Mass.,  and  step-daughter  of  Hon.  John  M.  Niles  of  Hart- 
ford, She  died  in  Hartford,  where  she  had  lived  for  some 
years,  March  4,  1835,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one.  The  por- 
trait was  painted  the  year  of  her  death  by  Philip  Hewins  of 
Hartford. 
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Clarence  E.  Bissell  of  Boston,  Mass.,  has  presented  the 
pastel  portrait,  previously  deposited  with  us,  of  Rev.  George 
Colton  of  Bolton,  Conn.,  the  well  known  and  somewhat  eccen- 
tric pastor  of  the  church  in  that  town,  which,  at  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1812,  he  had  served  for  almost  half  a  century. 

Five  additions  have  been  made  to  our  unrivaled  collection  of 
eighteenth  century  Connecticut  imprints,  one  each  of  the  years 
i768(?),  1779,  1788,  1797,  1798;  also  several  numbers  of  the 
Connecticut  Courant,  1 777-1 786,  that  were  previously  missing 
from  our  file. 

And  now  we  enter  upon  another  year,  the  eighty-sixth  since 
the  first  formation  of  the  Society,  with  hopes  for  its  continued 
prosperity  and  usefulness.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  John  Trumbull,  Thomas  C.  Brownell, 
Timothy  Pitkin,  John  S.  Peters,  William  W.  Ellsworth,  Thomas  Day, 
Thomas  Robins,  Daniel  Burhans,  Thomas  Hubbard,  Isaac  Toucey, 
Nathaniel  S.  Wheaton,  George  Sumner,  Roger  M.  Sherman,  William  T. 
Williams,  Martin  Wells,  Joseph  Battell,  William  Cooley,  Thomas  H. 
Gallaudet,  Thomas  S.  Williams,  Eli  Todd,  Walter  Mitchell,  George  W. 
Doane,  Samuel  B.  Woodward,  S.  H.  Huntington,  Samuel  W.  Dana, 
James  Gould,  Samuel  A.  Foote,  Nathan  Johnson,  Hawley  Olmsted, 
Benjamin  Trumbull,  John  Hall,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  forever  here- 
after, a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society, 
and  by  that  name,  they,  their  associates  and  successors  shall  and  may 
have  perpetual  succession;  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  alter  at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by- 
laws and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly.

ARTICLE  I.      MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  correspoiulini^,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  ont 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorarj-  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  pajnng  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Society. 


ARTICLE   II.      OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certifv  the  resnlt  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  reconmiend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Committee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting  ' 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE   III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered- 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

ARTICIvE   IV.      donations   AND   DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 


reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE   V.      IvIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Publication. 

ARTICLE   VI.      PUBLICATION   FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE   VII.      ALTERATION.S. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  .same  is  taken.

FOR  the  twelfth  time,  it  is  my  privilege,  and  an  honor  which 
I  highly  esteem,  to  report  to  yon  in  ontline  the  work  of 
the  year,  and  to  ask  your  attention  to  the  detailed  reports  of 
the  Librarian  and  the  Treasurer.  Certain  gifts  mentioned  in 
the  former  are  worthy  of  special  note  here:  the  collection  of 
papers  relating  to  the  Mohegan  Controversy  presented  by  the 
Johnson  family  of  Stratford,  to  whom  they  came  from  their 
ancestor,  Dr.  William  Samuel  Johnson,  agent  for  the  Colony 
in  the  matter:  a  letter  which  is  the  oldest  document  relating  to 
Connecticut  known  to  be  now  in  the  State,  a  generous  gift 
from  the  Librarian  himself;  the  large  remainder  of  the  Morris 
Register,  to  the  preparation  and  publication  of  which  our  late 
Treasurer  gave  much  labor  and  interest,  presented  by  his 
daughters;  and  a  large  number  of  copies  of  Mr.  James 
Shepard's  History  of  St.  Mark's  Church  in  New  Britain  and 
of  the  separate  publication  of  its  introduction  under  the  title  of 
The  Episcopal  Church,  an  unreserved  gift  from  the  author. 

I  make  mention  here  also  of  the  deposit  with  the  Societ}^  of 
a  fine  portrait  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  Ruggles  Pynchon, 
sometime  President  of  Trinity  College,  with  an  excellent  copy 
of  a  portrait  of  his  distinguished  ancestor,  the  Worshipful 
Major  William  Pynchon  of  Agawam. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

In  the  past  year  seven  active  members  have  been  added  to 
the  roll  by  election;  nine  active  members  have  died,  two  of 
them  being  life  members;  two  active  members  have  resigned, 
and  four  have  been  dropped  in  consequence  of  non-payment  of 
dues.  Our  complete  roll  now  shows  one  honorary  member, 
nine  corresponding  members,  nineteen  ex-officio  members  (two 
of  whom  are  also  on  the  list  of  active  members),  and  three 
hundred  and  ninety-one  active  members,  of  whom  thirty-nine 
are  members  for  life.      I  still  hope  that  we  may  soon  have  at 
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least  five  hundred  members  paying  annual  dues;  and  I  urge 
upon  those  who  hear  or  read  this  report  that  they  seek  eligible 
men  and  persuade  them  to  make  application  for  membership. 

OBITUARY. 

The  names  of  members  who  have  deceased  during  the  past 
year  are  as  follows: 

Miss  Ellen  D.  Larned,  of  Thompson,  admitted  to  mem- 
bership in  1870,  and  a  Vice-President  of  the  Society  since  1889, 
died  31  January  191 2.  A  tribute  of  sincere  respect  is  due  to 
one  who  in  a  quiet  but  very  efficient  way  rendered  great 
service  to  more  than  one  generation,  and  that  not  only  by 
collecting  and  imparting  knowledge  of  the  times  that  are  past, 
but  also  by  the  brightness  and  readiness  with  which  she  wrote 
of  the  present.  It  was  no  little  thing  to  have  been  the  his- 
torian of  Windham  County;  it  was  even  more  to  have  made 
herself  the  friend  of  all  who  read  what  she  wrote  from  her 
careful  observation  and  well-stored  memory.

In  April,  b}-  our  Librarian,  on  "Thomas  Green,  Hartford's 
First  Printer,"  a  very  thorough  and  interesting  study  of  the 
man  and  of  his  work,  illustrated  by  many  specimens  from  his 
press. 

At  the  May  meeting,  held  by  anticipation  on  the  two 
hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  granting  of  the  Charter, 
a  paper  prepared  by  Mr.  Clarence  W.  Bowen  was  read  b}'  his 
nephew,  Mr.  Gardner  Richardson,  on  "The  Charter  of 
Connecticut  and  the  Winthrop  Family."  The  reading  was 
profusely  illustrated  by  reproductions  of  documents  and 
portraits;  and  our  Librarian  prepared  a  notable  exhibition  of 
illustrative  material. 

FINANCIAL. 

You  wall  hear  with  great  satisfaction  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer.  Our  income  from  dues  and  dividends  has  been 
$1,264,  some  $40  more  than  last  year,  while  the  ordinary 
expenses,  including  the  cost  of  insurance,  have  been  $1,710, 
about  $140  less  than  last  year.  The  liberal  donation  of  $500 
from  our  first  Vice-President,  James  J.  Goodwin,  LL.  D.,  with 
thoughtful  kindness  repeated  and  for  which  continued  thanks 


are  due,  and  gifts  from  seventy-five  other  members  amount- 
ing in  all  to  $359,  have  so  far  exceeded  the  deficit  on  the 
general  account  that  we  c^arry  over  a  considerable  balance, 
which  can  be  applied  for  some  of  the  Societj^'s  pressing  needs. 
These  special  gifts,  made  in  response  to  a  special  appeal  issued 
this  year  for  the  fourth  time,  testify  to  an  increasing  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  Society  and  an  increasing  readiness  to  help  in 
its  maintenance.  The  amount  acknowledged  in  last  year's 
report  was  $244 — and  that  was  $30  more  than  in  that  of  the 
preceding  year — from  thirty-two  persons;  this  year  the  number 
of  contributors  has  been  increased  b}^  forty-three  and  the 
amount  of  their  gifts  by  $115.  The  proposal  has  been  made 
more  than  once  that  the  charge  for  annual  dues  should  be 
made  larger  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  our  work  should 
thus  be  fully  distributed  over  our  whole  membership;  but  it  is 
feared  that  in  doing  this  we  should  lose  a  good  many  valued 
members,  for  whom  the  additional  cost  would  be  felt  as  a 
hindrance  to  the  continuance  of  their  names  on  the  roll.  The 
appeal  for  special  gifts  will  be  certainl}-  and  confidentl}^  and 
thankfully  repeated;  and  it  is  hoped  that  even  more  than  in 
the  year  just  closed  will  find  that  they  can  make  their  annual 
pajanent  $10  or  $5,  or  at  least  a  dollar  more  than  is  indicated 
on  the  Treasurer's  bill,  for  their  own  benefit  and  that  of  the 
Society  and  also  that  our  Society  may  be  of  increased  service 
to  the  communit}-. 

You  will  be  glad  to  note  the  good  condition  of  the  Publica- 
tion Fund,  and  the  balance  of  interest  which  it  has  on  hand, 
ready  for  its  most  important  purpose.  And  the  distinct 
statement  as  to  each  of  the  Society's  funds,  will  repay  your 
careful  attention. 

ANCIENT  RECORDS  OF  HARTFORD. 

In  1910  we  observed  in  a  quiet  way  the  275th  anniversary 
of  the  settlement  of  Hartford;  and  this  spring  we  have  noted 
with  a  special  commemoration  the  250th  anniversary  of  the 
granting  of  the  Charter  of  Connecticut,  which  bears  date  of 
St.  George's  day  1662.  Renewed  attention  has  thus  been 
called  to  the  origins  of  this  commonwealth,  and  a  fresh  inspira- 
tion has  been  given  for  their  careful  study.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  before  long  our  Corresponding  Secretary,  than  whom  no 
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one  is  better  fitted  for  the  task,  will  tell  us,  as  the  Latin  his- 
torian said,  of  what  was  done  before  the  colony  was  founded 
or  to  be  founded,  will  recount  the  story  of  the  migration  hither 
and  of  the  early  years  of  life  here.  For  the  latter  time,  which 
^is  the  beginning  of  Hartford's  history,  much  material  is  found 
in  the  Book  of  Distributions,  which  contains  land  records  for 
the  first  half-century  and  other  valuable  material.  Appreciat- 
ing the  importance  of  these  records  to  all  who  are  interested 
in  our  early  annals,  and  especially  to  all  who  wi.sh  to  make  a 
careful  study  of  them,  our  first  Vice-President,  to  whom  we 
already  owe  .so  much,  has  authorized  their  tran.scription,  edit- 
ing, and  publication  on  behalf  of  the  Society;  and  I  am  glad 
to  say  that  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work,  all  under 
the  care  of  our  skilful  Librarian  and  much  of  it  carried  on  by 
his  own  eye  and  hand.  The  publication,  I  do  not  need  to  say, 
will  be  of  permanent  and  widely  appreciated  value.  One  large 
volume  will  contain  the  632  pages  of  text  and  an  ample  index. 

FUTURE  WORK. 

Such  a  report  as  this  may  well  be  closed  with  a  thought  of 
the  future.  The  work  of  historical  societies  is  not  only  the 
search  for  antiquities  and  their  preservation  as  antiquities;  it 
is  not  only  the  inspiration  of  present  study  and  the  pleasure 
of  carrying  it  on;  it  is  that  those  who  come  after  us  may 
rightly  appreciate  what  has  been  done  and  what  is  doing,  and 
entering  into  the  labors  of  other  men  may  perpetuate  them. 
It  is  a  duty  to  ourselves  and  to  the  men  of  coming  genera- 
tions that  we  do  this  work  of  preservation  and  preparation  to 
the  best  of  our  power.

iibrarian's  Hcport. 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

This  report  marks  the  completion  of  3'our  hbrarian's  twen- 
tieth year  of  service  with  the  Society.  Great  changes  have 
occurred  during  these  years;  perhaps  none  more  remarkable 
than  in  our  roll  of  members.  Going  back  a  little  further,  to 
the  date  of  my  own  admission  in  July,  1889,  about  the  time  of 
the  beginning  of  a  revival  of  interest  in  the  Society  and  its 
work,  there  were  115  active  members.  Now  there  are  391 
active  members;  and  of  the  115  who  were  members  twenty- 
three  years  ago  only  28  now  remain  on  our  membership  roll — 
death  has  claimed  nearly  all  of  the  others.  In  the  last  twenty 
years  there  have  been  added  to  our  library  28,555  books  and 
pamphlets,  nearly  equally  divided  between  the  two  classes. 
Besides  these  there  are  enough  miscellaneous  items,  the 
majority  of  them  printed  matter,  to  bring  the  total  up  to 
30,000.  A  very  small  number  of  these  are  duplicates.  An 
estimate  officially  made  in  1889  credited  the  Society  with 
20,000  bound  volumes,  and  there  was  probably  an  equal 
number  of  pamphlets  at  that  time.  So  that  now  the  Society's 
library  may  be  estimated  to  contain  nearly  if  not  quite  70,000 
titles.  In  addition  to  these  are  the  manuscripts.  Tlieir  num- 
ber is  unknown  and  it  is  difficult  to  make  even  a  reasonably 
close  estimate  of  them.  But  it  is  safe  to  judge  that  the  more 
than  12,000  added  during  the  last  tv/enty  years  brings  their 
total  above  50,000.  And  one  manuscript  may  mean  a  single 
sheet  or  a  bound  volume  of  several  hundred  pages.  From  550 
in  1892,  our  bound  volumes  of  newspapers  have  increased  to 
three  times  that  number.  Our  family  genealogies  have 
increased  to  five  times  their  number  nineteen  years  ago;  and 
our  local  histories  to  perhaps  three  times  their  number  twenty 
years  ago.  And  all  of  these  additions  during  the  last  twenty 
years  have  been  made  with  the  expenditure  of  only  $6,690.67 
in  purchases  for  the  library;  the  other  additions  having  come

throup;h  gifts  and  through  exchanges,  the  latter  chiefly  with 
other  societies  which  receive  our  publications  and  send  us  their 
own  in  return. 

The  number  of  our  readers  during  the  last  seventeen  j-ears 
reaches  the  grand  total  of  62,481,  a  yearly  average  of  a  little 
more  than  3,675. 

The  new  list  of  the  printed  family  genealogies  in  our  library, 
referred  to  in  the  last  annual  report,  was  issued  at  the  end  of 
last  August.  It  shows  nearly  1,800  separate  individual  family 
histories.  Enough  cross  references  appear  in  the  list,  where 
more  than  one  family  is  represented  in  a  volume,  to  bring  the 
total  number  mentioned  in  the  list  up  to  almost  1,900.  Col- 
lections of  genealogical  material  are  not  included  in  this  list; 
onl}'  separate  family  histories.  This  new  list  shows  that  our 
genealogies  have  increased  five  fold  in  the  last  nineteen  years — 
not  a  bad  showing  considering  our  limited  appropriations  for 
the  purchase  of  books.  Besides  the  printed  genealogies  given 
in  this  list  the  Society  has  about  tw^o  hundred  and  fifty  sep- 
arate manuscript  genealogies.  Many  of  these  are  small,  but 
all  are  of  interest  and  value. 

Besides  this  lyist  of  Family  Genealogies,  consisting  of  42 
pages,  the  usual  Annual  Report,  of  40  pages,  was  published 
in  June.

The  gifts  to  the  Societ}-  during  the  year  comprised  314 
volumes,  319  pamphlets  and  35  miscellaneous  items.  The 
purchases,  including  twelve  volumes  credited  to  the  lyUcy  A. 
Brainard  Book  Fund,  eight  to  the  Goldthwaite  Fund,  five  to 
the  William  F.  J.  Boardman  Fund,  and  four  to  the  Charles 
J.  Hoadly  Fund,  are  106  volumes,  95  pamphlets  and  four 
miscellaneous;  making  a  total  accession  of  420  volumes,  414 
pamphlets  and  39  miscellaneous;  and  a  grand  total,  exclusive  of 
manuscripts,  of  871  items. 

The  number  of  our  readers  during  the  year  has  been  3,110, 
somewhat  of  a  decrease  from  the  number  for  last  year,  but  an 
almost  equal  increase  over  that  for  two  years  ago.

The  manuscripts  received  from  the  Johnson  family  are 
worthy  of  a  more  extended  notice  than  can  be  given  them 
here.  They  all  relate  to  the  case  of  the  Mohegan  Indians  in 
their  suit  against  the  Colony  involving  a  claim  to  territory  in 
the  eastern  part  of  Connecticut.  This  case,  which  was  carried 
to  England  for  trial,  was  perhaps  the  most  complicated  suit 
in  which  Connecticut  was  ever  involved.  These  papers,  com- 
prising deeds  (both  originals  and  copies)  signed  in  .some 
instances  by  the  Pndians,  copies  of  various  records,  affidavits, 
letters,  maps,  and  various  other  documents,  all  relate  to  this 
case.  And  accompanying  them  is  the  manuscript  (probably 
the  printer's  "copy")  and  one  of  the  printed  volume  of  the 
Case  issued  in  London  in  1769  as  the  Colony's  "brief." 

The  acquisition  of  the  letter  of  March  30,  1636,  from  Sir 
Richard  Saltonstall  to  Gov.  John  Winthrop  of  Connecticut  not 
only  brings  to  the  Society  a  document  which  is  in  itself  very 
interesting,  but  puts  the  Society  in  possession  of  what  is 
believed  to  be  the  oldest  manuscript  in  Connecticut  relating 
to  Connecticut. 

There  have  been  two  important  gifts  of  books  during  the 
year.  The  first  from  Mrs.  Anna  Morris  Perry  and  Mrs.  C.  S. 
Mills,  daughters  of  our  late  member  and  officer  Jonathan  Flynt 
Morris,-  of  the  remaining  copies  of  the  ' '  Morris  Register. ' '  It 
was  voted  that  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  these  volumes 
should  form  a  Jonathan  Flynt  Morris  Fund;  the  income  from 
this  fund  to  be  used  in  purchasing  books  for  the  Society's 
library. 

The  second  gift,  from  James  Shepard  of  New  Britain,  a 
member  of  the  Society,  consisted  of  a  considerable  number  of 
copies  of  his  History  of  Saint  Mark's  Church,  New  Britain, 
and  of  his  History  of  the  Church  in  Connecticut.  This  gift 
was  made  entirely  without  restriction  as  to  the  expenditure  of 
the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  the  books. 

Within  a  month  after  our  last  annual  meeting  work  was 
begun  on  another  volume  of  "Collections,"  the  fourteenth  of 
the  series.  From  that  time,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
unavoidable  delays,  work  on  the  volume  has  been  constantly 
in  progress.  It  is  to  consist  of  the  earliest  land  records  in 
Hartford,  what  is  known  as  the  "Book  of  Distributions," 
being  the  record  of  allotments  and  transfers  of  land  in  Hartford 


for  the  first  half -century  after  the  settlement  of  the  town.  And 
in  addition  to  the  land  records  the  volume  will  also  contain 
the  earliest  existing  vital  records— births,  marriages  and  deaths 
of  early  inhabitants  of  Hartford.  The  task  of  editing,  proof- 
reading and  indexing  this  book  has  proved  to  be  a  long  and 
laborious  one,  and  it  is  yet  unfinished;  but  its  completion  now 
seems  reasonably  near.  The  issuing  of  this  volume  is  due  to 
the  generosity  of  our  Vice-President  James  J.  Goodwin. 

Owing  to  the  steady  work  on  this  volume  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  accomplish  all  of  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  library; 
and  some  of  the  usual  routine  work  has  suffered  a  temporary 
neglect.  This  can  soon  be  righted  after  the  present  volume 
has  been  issued. 

At  the  occasion  of  the  meeting  held  on  April  23,  19 12,  the 
two  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  granting  of  the 
Charter  of  Connecticut,  the  following  documents,  books  and 
pictures  relating  to  the  subject  were  exhibited:

The  four  volumes  of  genealogical  and  family  history 
of  Connecticut  issued  by  the  Lewis  Publishing  Company,  and 
purchased  from  the  Goldthwaite  fund,  contain  much  material 
that  is  of  interest.  Seven  additions  have  been  made  to  our 
unrivaled  collection  of  eighteenth  century  Connecticut  imprints, 
one  each  of  the  j^ears  1770,  1772,  1783,  1787,  1790,  1792,  1798.

may  alter  at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;   may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by- 
laws and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly.

ARTICLE  I.      MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorar}-  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  nmst  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Society. 


ARTICLE   II.      OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  vSociety  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  snch  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Committee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Conmiittee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretarv  bv  direction  of  the  President. 


ARTICLE   III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE    IV.       donations   AND   DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Societ}-  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 


reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE    V.      LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Publication. 

ARTICLE   VI.      PUBLICATION   FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE   VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken.

IN  summing  up  the  work  of  our  Society  for  the  thirteenth 
year  in  which  I  have  been  elected  to  preside  over  it,  I  must 
first  express  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  services  of  those 
who  have  the  charge  of  its  activities.  In  matters  which  have  to 
do  with  the  constant  use  of  the  library  and  exhibition  rooms, 
with  the  furnishing  of  information  or— often  more  valuable  and 
difficult — direction  for  its  search  and  use,  with  editorial  work, 
with  arrangements  for  the  public  meetings,  with  the  care  of 
the  finances,  much  painstaking  and  really  unrequited  labor  is 
constantly  done,  for  which  we  sometimes  forget  to  express  our 
gratitude.  Yet  we  owe  it  to  such  work  as  this  that  we  are 
able  to  make  progress  in  our  service,  present  and  prospective, 
to  the  community,  and  to  open  before  ourselves  new  fields  of 
study  and  of  service. 

MEETINGS. 

At  the  eight  monthly  meetings  of  the  past  year,  papers  have 
been  presented  as  follows:

In  January,  by  the  Rev.  George  L.  Clark,  of  Wethersfield, 
on  "  Silas  Deane." 

In  February,  by  Edward  M.  Gallaudet,  LL.  D.,  long  Presi- 
dent of  the  National  College  for  the  Deaf,  on  "The  Person- 
ality and  Writings  of  Rose  Terry  Cooke." 

In  March,  by  the  Rev.  Sherrod  vSoule,  on  "Prudence 
Crandall." 


In  April,  by  Frederick  Knapp,  on  "  Reminiscences,  Warwise 
and  Otherwise." 

In  May,  by  P.  Henry  Woodward,  on  "The  Tradition  of 
Micah  Rood." 

At  the  October  meeting,  the  Society  accepted  an  invitation 
from  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  to  be  represented  at  its 
centennial  anniversary.  I  had  the  honor  of  attending  this 
interesting  occasion  as  representing  our  Society  and  of  express- 
ing our  congratulations  and  good  wishes.  At  the  April 
meeting,  I  spoke  briefly  of  the  sense  of  loss  which  had  come 
to  us  in  the  death  of  John  Pierpont  Morgan,  LL.  D.,  to  whom 
Hartford,  and  especially  the  organizations  connected  with  the 
Wadsworth  Atheneum,  is  so  deeply  indebted. 

Among  the  gifts  reported  and  acknowledged  by  resolutions 
of  thanks  at  our  meetings,  mention  may  well  be  made  here  of 
the  beautiful  and  valuable  Communion  silver,  consisting  of  two 
flagons  and  six  beaker-cups,  long  the  property  of  the  second 
church  in  Colchester  (parish  of  Westchester),  presented  by 
Mrs.  Mary  Bulkeley  Brainard  in  memory  of  her  husband,  the 
Hon.  Leverett  Brainard,  and  his  sister.  Miss  Lucy  A.  Brainard, 
and  also  the  fine  silver  "can,"  once  belonging  to  the  Hon. 
Thomas  Welles,  of  East  Hartford,  presented  to  us  by  Miss 
Mary  Dexter.  I  notice  here  also,  although  it  is  like  those 
others  included  in  the  Librarian's  report  of  benefactions,  the 
gift  of  the  tall  clock  called  the  Thomas  Hooker  Clock,  gener- 
ously made  by  Mrs.  James  Collins  Seymour. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

The  fourteenth  volume  of  our  Transactions  has  been  pub- 
lished in  the  past  year,  being  the  full  text  of  the  book  of 
records  which  contains  the  original  distribution  of  the  lands  in 
Hartford  among  the  settlers,  commonly  known  as  the  "  Hart- 
ford Book  of  Distributions"  of  1639.  It  contains  632  pages  of 
text  and  84  pages  of  index;  and,  as  you  know,  generous 
provision  was  made  for  its  transcription,  preparation,  and 
publication  by  our  Hartford  Vice-President,  James  J.  Goodwin, 
LL.  D. ,  who  fifteen  years  ago  did  a  like  act  in  regard  to  the 
first  volume  of  the  records  of  this  Town,  and  to  whom  we  so 
often  acknowledge  our  obligations;  while  the  actual  prepara- 
tion, very  thoroughly  and  accurately  done,  at  the  cost  of  much 


painstaking-  labor,  is  the  work  of  onr  Lil)rarian,  from  whom 
we  expect  and  receive  work  which  honors  ns  as  really  as  it 
honors  himself.  Progress  has  been  made  in  the  editing  of  a 
third  volnme  of  the  Governor  Ivaw  papers. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

In  the  past  year  eleven  active  members  have  been  added  to 
the  roll  by  election;  eleven  active  members  have  died,  two  of 
whom  were  life  members;  and  three  active  members  have  re- 
signed. Two  ex-officio  members  have  deceased,  Chief  Justice 
Frederic  B.  Hall,  who  died  15  January  1913,  and  Judge  Ralph 
Wheeler,  who  died  14  February  191 3;  their  places  have  been 
filled  by  new  appointments.  Our  complete  roll  now  .shows 
nineteen  ex-officio  members  (two  of  w^hom  are  also  on  the  list 
of  active  members),  one  honorary  member,  nine  corresponding 
members,  and  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  active  members, 
of  whom  thirty-six  are  members  for  life.  We  still  look  for- 
ward to  the  time  when  we  shall  have,  as  we  need,  at  least  five- 
hundred  members  paying  annual  dues. 

OBITUARY. 

The  active  members  who  have  deceased  during  the  past  year 
are  as  follows: 

James  Terry,  of  Hartford,  a  hfe-member  elected  in  1868 
and  for  many  years  a  Vice-President  of  the  Society,  well 
known  for  his  interest  in  historical  matters  and  as  an  inde- 
fatigable collector,  died  17  October  19 12. 

William  Francis  Joseph  Boardman,  of  Hartford,  a  life- 
member  elected  in  1888,  a  student  of  family  history  and  the 
founder  of  a  fund  from  the  sale  of  copies  of  four  genealogical 
works  relating  to  that  history,  died  23  November  191 2. 

John  Dean  Browne,  of  Hartford,  elected  to  membership 
in  1890,  President  of  the  Connecticut  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany, died  23  March  191 3. 

Hon.  David  Samuel  Calhoun,  of  Hartford,  who  also  was 
elected  to  membership  in  1890,  died  7  November  191 2. 

Levi  Lincoln  Felt,  a  third  member  resident  in  Hartford 
and  admitted  in  1890,  Comptroller  of  the  Travelers  Insurance 
Compan}^  died  8  December  191 2. 


Henry  A.  Stillman,  of  Hartford,  who  by  reason  of  the 
great  age  to  which  he  attained  and  of  his  experience  as  a  sur- 
veyor had  great  knowledge  of  the  topography  of  this  city, 
elected  a  member  in  1891,  died  14  December  1912. 

Thomas  Knowlton  Marcy,  M.  D.,  of  Windsor,  whose 
membership  dated  from  1892,  died  2  March  1913. 

Miss  Antoinette  Randolph  Phelps,  of  a  distinguished 
Simsbury  family,  but  a  resident  of  Hartford,  admitted  a  mem- 
ber in  1893,  ^isd  o'^  Sunday  last,  25  May  1913. 

RoDOLPHUS  L.  Webb,  of  Mystic,  a  member  since  his 
election  in  1896,  died  14  March  19 13. 

Charles  Henry  Noble,  of  New  Milford,  whose  member- 
ship began  in  1905,  died  14  December  191 2. 

Hon.  James  Perry  Platt,  of  Meriden,  Judge  of  the 
United  States  District  Court,  son  of  an  honored  father,  elected 
to  membership  in  1906,  died  26  January  1913. 

financial. 

Our  Treasurer's  report  shows  that  the  admission  fees  of  new 
members  and  the  annual  dues  of  the  rest  have  amounted  to 
$838,  and  that  our  income  from  dividends  has  been  about  $392, 
making  the  total  of  receipts  from  ordinary  sources  $1 ,230;  while 
our  ordinary  expenses  for  salaries,  insurance,  postage,  etc.,  not 
including  the  purchase  of  any  new  books,  have  been  towards 
$1,830;  the  deficit  of  some  $600  has  been  nearly  met  by  a  dona- 
tion of  $500,  as  in  previous  years,  from  our  first  Vice-President, 
and  by  special  subscriptions  from  other  members  amounting  to 

$74-50. 

We  certainly  do  not  need  to  apologize  to  our  members  when 
we  ask  them,  if  they  find  it  in  their  power  to  do  so,  to  con- 
tribute for  its  necessary  expenses  and  its  urgent  needs,  more 
than  the  small  sum  of  the  annual  dues.  It  is  worth  more  than 
that  to  themselves  and  to  the  commonwealth.  The  real  value 
of  the  work  of  such  a  society  is  not  altogether  in  the  future; 
rather,  it  can  be  of  service  to  later  generations  as  it  does  a  good 
and  serviceable  work  now.

Air.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

The  Society  has  received  during  the  past  year  a  number  of 
noteworthy  gifts  to  its  collections.  Among  them  is  that  of 
Mrs.  Mary  B.  Brainard  of  Hartford,  in  memory  of  her  husband, 
Hon.  Leverett  Brainard,  and  his  sister,  Lucy  A.  Brainard,  of 
the  finest  old  silver  communion  service  in  the  state.  The  two 
tankards  and  six  cups  composing  this  service  were  the  gift  of 
David  and  Hannah  Day  about  1775  to  the  church  in  West- 
chester, the  second  society  in  Colchester,  of  which  society  both 
Mr.  and  Miss  Brainard  were  natives;  and  both  of  whom  were, 
as  the  donor  now  is,  members  of  this  Society. 

From  Miss  Mary  Dexter  of  Danielson  a  silver  can  with 
handle  that  belonged  to  her  great-great-grandfather,  Thomas 
Welles  of  East  Hartford  (i 692-1 767),  whose  initials  it  bears. 

Mrs.  Cornelia  Seymour  of  New  York  has  presented  to  us  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  James  Collins  Seymour,  the  old  tall 
clock  which  has  come  down  in  the  Hooker  family  and  later  in 
the  Seymour  family  through  many  generations  and  which  has 
long  been  known  as  the  Thomas  Hooker  clock.  This  beauti- 
ful and,  from  its  association,  most  interesting  gift  now  stands 
in  our  library,  the  clear  tone  of  its  bell  marking  the  passing 
hours  for  us  as  it  has  for  generations  that  have  come  and  gone 
before  us. 

John  J.  Corning  of  New  York  has  presented  us  with  more 
than  275  bound  volumes  and  a  number  of  pamphlets.  They 
are  on  various  subjects;  political,  historical,  literary,  travel 
and  miscellaneous,  and  many  of  them  are  of  considerable 
interest  in  a  library.  From  J.  Coolidge  Hills,  always  an 
interested  member,  we  have  received  above  400  books  and 
pamphlets  and  250  leaflets.  Besides  miscellaneous  publica- 
tions, there  are  many  masonic,  religious  and  historical,  includ- 
ing some  on  the  Civil  war.  Many  of  the  items  in  this  gift  are 
local  in  their  origin  or  interest.       Our  Vice-President,   Hon. 
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E.  Stevens  Henry,  has  presented  a  considerable  number  of 
volumes  of  valuable  publications  issued  by  the  United  States 
Government. 

A  gift  has  been  received  from  Miss  Jessy  Trumbull  McClellan 
which,  from  its  associations,  is  a  most  interesting  one.  It  con- 
sists (in  part)  of  numerous  pencil  sketches  made  by  Daniel 
Wadsworth,  founder  of  the  building  in  which  our  rooms  are 
located.  Some  of  the  sketches  were  later  engraved  or  litho- 
graphed and  examples  of  the  engraved  plates  accompany  the 
sketches.  There  was  also  with  these  the  large  shawl  which 
was  Mr.  Wadsworth' s  constant  companion  in  his  later  years  and 
some  other  articles  of  his  wearing  apparel.  He  was  always 
a  man  of  delicate  health  and  used  the  utmost  care  to  avoid 
colds.  He  has  been  described  to  me  as  riding  out  in  his  large, 
closed,  yellow  coach,  which  was  heated  by  a  stove  whose  pipe 
protruded  from  one  of  its  windows.  At  such  times  he  wore, 
as  overcoats  for  men  were  not  then  in  vogue,  a  long  cloth  cape 
over  which  were  other  shorter  capes  of  different  lengths  that 
were  separately  removable,  and  perhaps  over  all  would  be  the 
large  shawl  now  presented  to  us.  A  few  years  since  Miss 
McClellan  gave  us  a  diary  kept  in  184S,  the  year  of  Daniel's 
death,  by  Sarah  McClellan  while  she  was  a  member  of  the 
Wadsworth  household. 

Through  the  generosity  of  its  Vice-President  James  J.  Good- 
win the  Society  issued  during  the  year  its  fourteenth  volume 
of  "Collections."  This  consists  of  a  printing  of  the  volume 
of  the  "  Original  distribution  of  the  lands  in  Hartford  among 
the  .settlers,  1639."  This  with  its  introduction  and  an  index 
of  more  than  18,500  references  makes  a  volume  of  736  pages. 
Besides  the  record  of  lands  this  volume  contains  the  earliest 
vital  records  of  Hartford.  The  only  other  publication  issued 
during  the  year  was  the  "  Annual  Report,"  a  pamphlet  of  43 
pages.

Among  books  of  Connecticut  interest  that  have  come  to 
hand  during  the  3-ear  may  be  mentioned  the  Proprietors' 
Records  of  Waterbury,  1677-1761,  edited  by  our  member,  Miss 
Katharine  A.  Prichard;  Early  Silver  of  Connecticut  and  its 
Makers  by  George  M.  Curtis,  also  one  of  our  members;  Honor 
Roll  of  Litchfield  County  Revolutionary  Soldiers;  Celebration 
of  the  Two  Hundred  and  F'iftieth  Anniversar}-  of  Norwich  by 
William  C.  Oilman,  and  mention  should  also  be  made  of  the 
various  state  publications  and  reports  received  as  issued  through 
the  Connecticut  State  Library.  Through  an  exchange,  the 
details  of  which  are  not  yet  completed,  we  have  been  able  to 
add  more  than  two  years'  numbers  to  our  file  of  early  Wind- 
ham Herald. 

The  vital  records  of  various  Massachusetts  towns,  which  we 
obtain  as  the^^  are  issued,  now  number  131  volumes.  Our 
corresponding  member,  Prof.  Charles  M.  Andrews,  has  pre- 
sented us  with  the  Ouide  to  Materials  for  American  History 
to  1783  in  the  Public  Record  Office  of  Great  Britain,  volume  i, 
of  which  he  is  the  editor.  The  United  States  Government  has 
presented  an  interesting  series  of  Confederate  States  notes, 
consisting  of  1 1 2  pieces.

The  unrivaled  collection  of  eighteenth  century  Connecticut 
imprints  in  our  library  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of 
issues  of  the  years  1717,  1751,  1760,  1772  (2),  [1772],  1773, 
[1776],  1779  (2),  17S0,  [17S7],  [178S],  1789,  1793,  1796, 
1798,  1800,  eighteen  in  all. 

During  the  year  past  the  Society  has  received  by  gift  780 
volumes,  825  pamphlets  and  292  miscellaneous  items,  including 
leaflets  and  broadsides.  The  purchases,  including  seven  vol- 
umes and  three  pamphlets  credited  to  the  Goldthwaite  Fund, 
eight  volumes  to  the  Tucy  A.  Brainard  Book  Fund,  four  vol- 
umes to  the  Charles  J.  Hoadly  Fund  and  three  volumes  to  the 
William  F.  J.  Boardman  Fund,  amount  to  80  volumes,  73 
pamphlets  and  seven  mi.scellaneous.  Six  volumes  have  been 
added  by  exchange.  This  gives  a  total  of  866  volumes,  898 
pamphlets  and  299  miscellaneous  items;  or  a  grand  total  of 
2,063  items.  This  is  more  than  twice  the  number  of  additions 
noted  in  our  last  annual  report. 

The  number  of  our  readers  during  the  year  has  been  3  r  20, 
almost  exactl}^  the  same  as  last  year. 

A  constant  and  increasing  problem  is  that  of  endeavoring  to 
find  room  for  our  books.  Unfortunately  when  our  librar}-  was 
moved  into  its  new  rooms  three  years  ago  the  number  of  feet 
of  shelving  in  the  new. rooms  was  less  than  it  had  been  in  the 


old  rooms.  It  consequence  a  part  of  the  library  is  stored  in 
large  piles  in  the  basement,  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  consult 
it;  and  another  part  is  crowded  onto  temporary  shelving  in  one 
of  the  rooms  of  the  annex  building,  where  any  particular  book 
can  be  found  only  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances. 
The  shelves  in  our  main  library  room  will  be  filled  before  the 
close  of  another  year,  a  second  year  w^U  see  the  shelves  in  our 
second  library  room  filled,  while  a  third  or  fourth  year  will  see 
every  inch  of  shelf  room  in  our  stack  room  filled.  The  shelv- 
ing in  our  newspaper  room  is  already  almost  filled.  Our  two 
storage  rooms  in  the  annex  building  already  contain  all  the 
weight  that  it  seems  advisable  to  place  on  their  floors.  Our 
cellar  is  already  crowded  with  boxes  of  books,  many  of  them 
the  editions  of  our  publications  or  of  books  that  have  been 
given  us  to  sell.  This  lack  of  adequate  storage  room  is  alread)^ 
the  cause  of  no  little  confusion  in  the  library.  Altogether  the 
situation  of  our  library  as  to  shelf  room  and  space  available  for 
books  at  the  present  time  is  deplorable,  and  the  outlook  for 
the  future  most  discouraging.  We  have  many  books  and 
pamphlets,  and  are  adding  to  our  treasures  each  year  by  pur- 
chase and  by  the  gifts  of  friends;  but  we  lack  the  needed  shelf 
space  or  even  room  for  storage  of  any  considerable  number  of 
additions.  What  can  be  done  is  a  matter  that  must  soon  be 
seriously  considered  by  you  our  members  and  by  the  officers 
whom  you  elect. 

At  the  desire  of  our  President  I  am  printing  as  a  supplement 
to  this  report  an  annotated  list  of  Congregational  Ecclesiastical 
Societies  or  Parishes  established  in  Connecticut  previous  to  the 
adoption  of  our  present  constitution  in  1818.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly^  That  John  Trumbull,  Thomas  C.  Brownell, 
Timothy  Pitkin,  John  S.  Peters,  William  W.  Ellsworth,  Thomas  Day, 
Thomas  Robins,  Daniel  Burhans,  Thomas  Hubbard,  Isaac  Toucey, 
Nathaniel  S.  Wheaton,  George  Sumner,  Roger  M.  Sherman,  William  T. 
Williams,  Martin  Wells,  Joseph  Battell,  William  Cooley,  Thomas  H. 
Gallaudet,  Thomas  S.  Williams,  Eli  Todd,  Walter  Mitchell,  George  W. 
Doane,  Samuel  B.  Woodward,  S.  H.  Huntington,  Samuel  W.  Dana, 
James  Gould,  Samuel  A.  Foote,  Nathan  Johnson,  Hawley  Olmsted, 
Benjamin  Trumbull,  John  Hall,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  forever  here- 
after, a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society, 
and  by  that  name,  they,  their  associates  and  successors  shall  and  may 
have  perpetual  succession;  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  alter  at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by- 
laws and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  year  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 
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ARTICLE    I.      MEMBERS. 

Spxtion  I.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Societ}-. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  the}-  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Society. 


ARTICLE    II.      OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Conmiittees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applications 
as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Committee  during  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  vSaid  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Conmiittee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE   III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretar}-. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE    IV.       DONATIONS   AND   DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 


reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE    V.      LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Publication. 

ARTICLE   VI.      PUBLICATION    FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE   VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 


president's  Clbbress. 

As  we  close  to-night  the  record  of  another  year  of  the  varied 
activities  of  our  Society  and  of  the  service  which  it 
renders  to  its  members  and  to  the  community — the  fourteenth 
year  in  which  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  preside  in  it — we 
cannot  but  see  that  it  is  a  record  of  steady  progress  and  of 
constant  labor  on  the  part  of  its  chief  executive  officer,  the 
Librarian  and  Recording  Secretary.  His  report  will  include 
so  much  that  is  of  interest  and  permanent  value,  that  it  falls 
to  me  but  to  trace  the  public  events  of  the  year,  to  make  brief 
mention  of  some  work  as  to  which  he  will  speak  more  fully,  and 
to  read  the  necrological  record.  I  may  be  allowed  also  to  point 
out  the  general  state  of  our  finances  as  it  will  presently  be 
indicated  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

MEETINGS. 

At  the  eight  monthly  meetings  of  the  past  year  mention 
has  been  made  of  specially  notable  gifts  as  they  have  been 
presented,  and  papers  have  been  read  as  follows: 

In  October,  by  Lewis  E.  Stanton,  Esq.,  of  Hartford,  on  the 
"  History  of  the  Highways  of  Connecticut."

In  January,  by  our  Librarian  and  Recording  Secretary, 
Albert  C.  Bates,  on  "Connecticut's  Official  Printing  during  the 
first  year  of  the  Revolution."

Library,  on  "  New  England  and  the  Yazoo  Land  Frauds." 

In  May,  by  John  M.  Laird,  Esq.,  of  the  Connecticut  General 
Life  Insurance  Company,  on  "The  French  Canadian  Habitant." 
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PUBLICATIONS. 

The  issue  of  our  last  annual  report  containing  the  roll 
of  members,  as  usual,  was  followed  by  the  publication  in  a 
separate  pamphlet  of  an  annotated  list  of  all  the  Ecclesiastical 
Societies  or  Parishes  of  the  Congregational  order  established  in 
Connecticut  before  the  year  1818.  It  was  the  work  of  our 
Librarian,  and  was  prepared  with  his  usual  accuracy  and  pre- 
cision and  from  a  study  of  all  the  data  such  as,  I  v^enture  to 
say,  could  have  been  made  by  no  other  person.  Intended  as 
a  supplement  to  the  annual  report,  it  should  rank  as  a  separate 
publication  of  the  Society;  it  will  be  of  great  and  increasing 
value  both  for  what  it  contains  and  for  the  key  which  it  pro- 
vides to  many  historical  investigations. 

The  third  and  last  volume  of  the  Governor  Law  Papers  has 
now  been  edited  and  prepared  for  the  press;  its  publication 
may  be  expected  at  an  early  day. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

In  the  past  year  twelve  persons  have  been  admitted  to  active 
membership,  and  one  former  member  has  become  a  member 
for  life;  ten  active  members  have  died,  one  has  resigned,  and 
the  names  of  eight  have  been  dropped  by  reason  of  non-pay- 
ment of  dues.  Our  roll  now  shows  the  names  of  four  hundred 
and  five  members,  including  nineteen  cx-officio  members  (two 
of  whom  are  also  on  the  list  of  active  members),  one  honorary 
member,  nine  corresponding  members,  and  three  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  active  members;  of  these  latter  thirty-six  are 
members  for  life  and  three  hundred  and  forty-two  are 
chargeable  with  annual  dues  and  have  paid  into  the  treasury 
$869  in  the  past  year.  We  ought  not  to  be  satisfied  until  we 
can  have  an  active  membership  of  at  least  five  hundred  names; 
or,  to  put  it  more  practically,  we  ought  soon  to  find  at  least  a 
hundred  and  sixty  men  and  women  sufficiently  interested  in 
the  history  of  Connecticut  to  become  new  members  of  the 
Connecticut  Historical  vSociety. 

OBITUARY. 

The  active  members  who  have  deceased  during  the  past  year 
are  as  follows: 

Jonas  Coolidge  Hills,  of  Hartford,  a  life  member, 
admitted  in  1885,  an  officer  of  this  Society  who  during  his  life 


and  in  his  last  will  showed  active  interest  in  its  welfare,  and 
whose  skill  and  judgment  were  both  shown  in  the  remarkable 
collections  which  he  made,  a  valued  citizen,  benefactor,  and 
friend,  died  8  November  19 13. 

Rev.  Lewellvn  Pratt,  D.  D.,  admitted  to  membership  in 
1887,  honored  and  successful  as  teacher  and  minister,  some- 
time Professor  in  the  Hartford  Theological  vSeminary,  and  later 
pastor  of  the  Broadway  Church  in  Norwich,  died  14  June  1913. 

John  Benjamin  Lewis,  M.  D.,  of  the  Travelers  Insurance 
Company  of  Hartford,  admitted  a  member  in  1889,  died  26 
April  1914.

financial. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  a  substantial  balance  on 
hand,  due  to  a  donation  of  $500  from  our  first  Vice-President, 
as  in  former  years — the  recurrence  of  which  calls  for  a  repeti- 
tion of  our  grateful  thanks— and  to  special  subscriptions  from 
other  members  amounting  to  $208.  The  year's  expenses  from 
the  general  fund,  including  the  librarian's  salary  but  cover- 
ing no  outlay  for    the    purchase  of    books,    is  about   $1,850; 


the  income  from  the  dues  of  members  is  about  $870,  and  that 
from  investments  is  about  $440,  giving  a  total  of  $1 ,310.  While 
we  acknowledge  the  special  gifts  which  turn  a  threatened 
deficit  into  an  actual  surplus,  and  do  not  forget  the  publication 
fund  and  the  several  book  funds,  we  shall  be  greatly  relieved 
when  the  income  of  the  general  fund  shall  be  sufficient  to  meet 
all  general  expenses;  there  will  still  be  good  purposes  to  which 
special  gifts  may  be  applied. 

NEEDS  FOR  FUTURE  WORK. 

Besides  the  almost  imperative  call  for  an  increase  of  the 
general  funds  and  the  great  desirability  of  providing  a  larger 
income  available  for  the  purchase  of  books — perhaps  even 
before  these — the  Librarian  will  tell  us  that  we  must  have  more 
room  for  the  shelving  and  storage  of  the  volumes  and  other 
material  which  we  have  on  hand  and  which  we  shall  certainly 
receive  within  a  short  time.  I  would  suggest  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  take  the  whole  matter  into  consideration  and 
to  report  at  its  early  convenience. 

ANNIVERSARIES. 

The  centenary  of  the  War  of  1812,  as  we  call  it,  brings  two 
commemorations  which  are  of  special  interest  to  us  in  Connecti- 
cut: the  hundreth  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Lake  Champlain, 
fought  II  September  1814,  at  which  Commodore  McDonough 
gained  his  notable  victory,  and  the  hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  Hartford  Convention,  which  began  its  session  in  December 
18 14  and  brought  it  to  an  end  in  the  following  January.  The 
Middlesex  County  Historical  Society  has  taken  preliminary 
steps  for  the  commemoration  of  the  former  event,  and  will 
doubtless  invite  us  to  share  in  it;  perhaps  we  also  should  pro- 
vide for  a  meeting  at  which  its  story  may  be  told.  As  to  the 
latter,  I  may  repeat  what  was  announced  at  the  last  monthly 
meeting,  that  at  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  New  Haven 
Colon}'  Historical  Society  and  myself,  our  honored  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Simeon  E.  Baldwin,  LL.  D.,  Governor  of  the  State,  has 
promised  to  prepare  and  present  to  us  a  paper  on  the  Hartford 
Convention;  I  need  not  say  this  will  be  a  valuable  contribu- 
tion to  the  written  history  of  our  State  and  (I  may  add)  an 
earnest  of  what  Governor  Baldwin  may  yet  do  in  this  line  of 
study  and  writing  for  us  and  those  who  shall  come  after  us.

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

The  two  most  important  gifts  that  call  for  note  in  this  year's 
report  are  that  from  the  Johnson  family  of  Stratford  of  a 
quantity  of  Johnson  family  papers,  and  that  from  Vice-Presi- 
dent Goodwin  of  an  incomplete  file  of  the  Connecticut  Journal 
for  a  considerable  number  of  years.  Both  of  these  will  be 
mentioned  more  in  detail  later. 

There  have  been  numerous  other  gifts  which  have  .shown 
the  interest  taken  in  the  work  of  the  Society  by  members  and 
others.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  three  large  and 
hitherto  unknown  photographic  prints  of  the  Charter  Oak, 
taken  by  N.  A.  Moore  of  Hartford  soon  after  its  fall  (on  Aug. 
21,  1856),  probably  on  the  following  morning;  an  original 
pencil  sketch  of  the  tree  by  Nicolino  Calyo  of  New  York, 
drawn  probably  two  or  three  years  before  the  tree  fell;  an 
engraved  wood  block,  and  electrotype  from  it  and  a  smaller 
electrotype  of  the  same  tree  made  for  the  Charter  Oak  Life 
In.surance  Company,  all  these  the  gift  of  Charles  E.  Gross, 
and  forming  a  notable  addition  to  our  collection  of  pictures  of 
that  famous  tree.  From  Miss  Charlotte  Tyler  an  interesting 
picture  painted  by  J.  Ropes  in  1854,  showing  the  Bliss  house 
which  formerly  stood  on  what  is  now  Bushnell  Park,  Hartford. 
Another  memorial  of  the  founder  of  the  Atheneum,  Daniel 
Wadsworth,  the  little  camphor  bottle  with  its  chamois  leather 
covering  which  was  his  constant  companion,  came  to  us  from 
Miss  Jessy  Trumbull  McClellan  of  Wood.stock.  A  book  of 
considerable  local  interest,  "The  Elizabeth  Whitman  mystery" 
by  Charles  K.  Bolton,  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Charles  H. 
Smith.  From  our  late  deceased  officer  J.  Coolidge  Hills  we 
received  his  collection  of  pictorial  Civil  War  envelopes,  contain- 
ing the  remarkable  number  of  1379  different  i.ssues.  A  book  of 
much  Connecticut  interest,  the  "  Life  of  Silas  Deane,"  was  pre- 
sented by  its  author  Rev.  George  L.  Clark.  Homer  W.  Brainard 
has  presented  a  quantity  of  clippings,  mounted  in  two  volumes, 
of  the  Hartford  Times''  genealogical  column,  of  which  he  was 
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for  a  time  the  editor.  "The  Refugees  of  1776  from  Long 
Island  to  Connecticut,"  presented  by  its  author  Frederic  G. 
Mather  of  Stamford,  is  a  book  which  gives  a  great  amount  of 
information  on  the  subject  to  which  it  relates,  indicating  exten- 
sive research,  and  is  a  distinct  addition  to  our  knowledge  of 
matters  and  times  relating  to  the  Revolution,  and  incidentally 
contains  a  great  deal  of  genealogical  material.  The  Hartford 
Printing  Company  (Elihu  Geer  Sons)  has  added  183  volumes 
of  directories  of  different  towns  and  cities  to  the  large  number 
which  they  have  presented  to  us  in  the  last  twentj^-five  years. 
An  interesting  pamphlet  presented  by  James  Shepard  is  his 
list  of  "  Connecticut  Soldiers  in  the  Pequot  War,"  which  gives 
the  authority  for  the  record  of  each  soldier's  service.  The 
"  Diary  of  Benjamin  Palmer"  of  Stonington,  Conn.,  recently 
published  and  a  copy  presented,  gives  a  graphic  account  of  a 
young  man's  experiences  during  the  War  of  18 12  in  Dartmoor 
and  other  English  prisons. 

A  highly  valued  gift  of  670  numbers  of  the  Connecticut 
Journal,  published  in  New  Haven,  was  received  from  our  Vice- 
President  James  J.  Goodwin.  The  gift  was  the  more  impor- 
tant to  us  from  the  fact  that  we  previously  had  very  few  early 
New  Haven  new.spapers,  although  we  have  the  best  extant 
files  of  the  Coujiccticut  Courant  of  Hartford,  the  New  London 
Gazette,  the  Middlesex  Gazette  of  Middletown  and  the  Wind- 
liain  Herald.  This  file  of  the  Journal  is  an  incomplete  one. 
The  years  1778,  17S3,  1790-1S00  contain  more  than  half  the 
issues  (from  28  to  51  numbers),  and  the  years  1777,  1 779-1 782, 
1784,  1785,  1788,  1789,  1801,  1803,  1807-1809,  1814,  1821, 
contain  less  than  half  the  issues  (from  one  to  25  numbers), 
and  there  are  several  imperfect  numbers  in  the  file.  With  a 
single  exception  this  is  the  most  important  gift  of  newspapers 
received  in  more  than  half  a  century. 

Acting  on  the  suggestion  of  Luke  V.  Lockwood,  one  of  our 
members  residing  in  New  York  and  a  well  known  authority 
on  colonial  furniture,  John  Parsons,  M.  D.,  of  King's  Bridge, 
New  York,  acting  as  executor,  has  placed  with  us  as  a  deposit 
a  number  of  most  interesting  pieces  of  antique  furniture  and 
other  household  articles.  These  pieces,  which  are  from  the 
house  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  occupied  until  her  decease  re- 
cently by  Miss  Esther  Bidvvell,  are  designated  b\-  Dr.  Parsons 


as  the  "  Porter-Belden  Collection,"  Amono;  them  are  a  high- 
boy, low-boy,  chest-on-chest,  one  large  and  two  small  Dutch 
tables,  small  stand  with  tip  top,  two  Dutch  chairs,  four  Chip- 
pendale chairs,  curious  cradle,  bedstead,  three  mirrors,  two 
embroidered  coats  of  arms — the  Belden  and  Butler  families. 
These  have  been  placed  in  our  north  room,  and  the  beauty  of 
some  of  the  pieces  has  attracted  no  little  attention. 

The  number  of  readers  using  the  library  during  the  year 
was  3,425,  an  increase  of  about  ten  per  cent,  of  the  number 
using  it  during  the  previous  year. 

There  being  no  large  gifts  of  books  this  year,  as  there  was 
last,  to  swell  the  accessions,  the  total  for  the  year  is  much 
smaller  than  for  last  year.  The  donations  have  been  458 
volumes,  385  pamphlets  and  50  miscellaneous;  the  purchases 
84  volumes,  112  pamphlets  and  six  miscellaneous,  and  the 
additions  by  exchange  two  volumes  and  30  pamphlets.  This 
makes  a  total  of  544  volumes,  527  pamphlets  and  56  miscel- 
laneous, or  a  grand  total  of  1,127  items.  Included  in  the  above 
purchases  are  seven  volumes  credited  to  the  Lucy  A.  Brainard 
Book  Fund,  five  volumes  to  the  Charles  J.  Hoadly  Fund,  three 
volumes  to  the  William  F.  J.  Boardman  Fund  and  two  volumes 
to  the  Dr.  Gurdon  W.  Russell  Fund. 

The  above  figures  of  accessions  are  for  printed  items  only. 
In  addition  to  these  the  number  of  manuscripts  added  exceeds 
the  number  of  printed  items,  the  letters  alone  being  upwards 
of  1,400  in  number.

Otir  collection  of  early  Connecticut  imprints,  in  addition  to 
the  volumes  of  newspapers  mentioned  elsewhere,  has  been 
increased  by  issues  of  the  following  years:  1760,  1761,  [1764], 
1770  (2),  1774  (2),  1775,  1776.  1786  (2),  1787,  1789  (3), 
1793  (2),  1796,  1798  (4),  1799,  1800,  [1800?].  These  number 
25,  one  of  them  a  leaflet,  one  a  broadside,  and  nine  are 
almanacs,  four  of  which  are  imperfect. 

An  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  add  to  our 
interesting  files  of  early  Connecticut  almanacs.  Our  already 
unrivaled  collection  has  been  increased  by  the  addition,  down 
to  the  3'ear  1850,  of  47  issues,  nine  of  which  are  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  and  four  of  these  imperfect. 

This  Society  published  in  1909  the  first  voltimeof  a  series  of 
Connecticut  Vital  Records,  comprising  records  of  the  towns  of 
Bolton  and  Vernon.  During  the  past  year  the  second  and 
third  volumes  of  this  series,  comprising  the  records  of  Norwich 
from  1659  to  1848,  have  been  published  by  the  Society  of 
Colonial  Wars  in  the  State  of  Connecticut.  A  fourth  volume, 
to  be  published  by  a  committee  of  this  Society,  is  now  tinder 
consideration. 

The  New  York  Historical  Society  has  completed  in  seventeen 
volumes  its  valuable  publication  of  abstracts  of  wills  filed  in 
New  York  City;  and  the  State  of  New  Jersey  has  published  in 
three  volumes  an  index  of  the  wills  in  that  .state.  Copies  of 
each  have  been  presented  to  us.  The  series  of  .sixteen  volumes 
of  historical  and  genealogical  magazines  published  by  Eben 
Putnam  has  been  completed.      After  long  waiting  a  copy  of 


John  O.  Austin's  "  One  hundred  and  sixty  alHed  families  "  has 
at  last  been  secured.  We  receive  each  year  from  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution  numerous  valuable  books  and  pamphlets, 
thus  adding  to  our  almost  complete  file  of  that  institution's 
publications. 

Our  publications  during  the  year  have  been  two  in  number, 
the  "Annual  report  for  1913,"  a  pamphlet  of  40  pages  showing 
the  work  of  the  Society  for  the  year;  and  the  "  List  of  Con- 
gregational ecclesiastical  societies  established  in  Connecticut 
before  October  18 18  with  their  changes."  This  pamphlet 
of  35  pages  will,  it  is  believed,  prove  of  much  assistance  to 
persons  engaged  in  searching  the  early  records  of  the  different 
societies  and  towns  of  the  state.  The  following  item,  acci- 
dentally omitted  in  preparing  the  "copy"  of  that  pamphlet 
for  the  printer,  may  now  be  inserted. 

WoLCOTT  Society.  Established  October  1770  as  Farmingbury  Society 
in  Farniington  and  Waterbury  probablj'  by  division  of  the  First 
Society  in  each  of  those  towns.  Part  of  Farniington  including 
this  Society  incorporated  October  1779  as  Southington.  Parts  of 
vSouthington  and  Waterbury  including  this  Society  incorporated 
May  1796  as  Wolcott. 

It  has  been  expected  that  another  volume  of  our  "Collec- 
tions "  would  be  well  along  in  the  press  before  this  time.  But 
unexpected  difficulties  that  have  been  encountered  in  making 
arrangements  about  the  printing  have  prevented  this. 

There  have  been  125  volumes  bound  or  rebound  during  the 
year,  including  several  sets  of  serial  publications.  Cloth  has 
been  the  material  most  used.  The  question  of  binding  is  an  ever 
present  one.  And  it  is  not  how  mucli  is  there  which  might  be 
bound;  but  how  little  is  there  that  must  be  bound  to  save  it 
from  injury.  If  sufficient  funds  were  available  several  thousand 
dollars  could  well  be  spent  in  binding. 

The  diary  of  Lieut.  Thomas  Minor,  one  of  the  first  settlers 
of  Stonington,  covering  the  period  1653  to  1684,  was  printed 
fifteen  years  ago.  The  diary  of  his  son,  Dea.  Manassah  Minor, 
also  of  Stonington,  covering  the  period  1696  to  1720,  is  still 
extant  and  unpublished.  During  the  year  this  has  been  loaned 
to  the  Society  for  copying  and  a  copy  has  already  been  made 
of  the  greater  part  of  it,  although  the  faded  ink  and  cramped 
handwriting  makes  this  slow  work.  It  contains  many  interest- 
insr  items. 


The  Society  has  for  many  years  been  the  owner  of  the 
original  manuscript  of  "An  Herauldical  Essay  Upon  the 
Surname  of  Miner,"  which  is  believed  to  have  been  drawn  up 
at  the  Herald's  College  in  England  about  1683  and  sent,  at  his 
request,  to  Lieut.  Thomas  Minor  of  Stonington. 

All  of  the  shelves  in  our  main  library  room  are  now  com- 
pletely filled;  and  the  process  of  weeding  out  the  least 
frequently  used  books  and  removing  them  to  our  north  room 
has  begun.  This  must  henceforth  be  done  each  time  a  new  lot 
of  genealogies  or  New  England  local  histories  is  added  to  our 
library.  And,  as  stated  in  my  last  report,  one  more  year  will 
see  all  of  the  shelves  in  the  north  room  filled.

hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
may  alter  at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of 
future  members;  may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execvition  such  by- 
laws and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government 
of  said  Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a  3'ear  for  the  choice  of  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  vSociety. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House  in 
Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford.

The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  important 
public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  historic 
inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a  brief  personal  sketch  of  the  applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least  two 
active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the  reason 
for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a  member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  maybe  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  city  of  Hartford,  and  two  dollars 
if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted  to 
the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a  life  member  by  paying  at 
one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a  condition  of  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the 
same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be  deemed 
a  withdrawal  from  the  Society. 


ARTICLE   II.      OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a  President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a  Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members. 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  and  on  Monthly  Papers, 
each  to  consist  of  three  members.  Only  active  members  resident  in  the 
vState  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  meml)ers  of  all  special  committees 
ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the  Library, 
and  Publication;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide  for  an  address  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custod}'  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  {Secretary;  shall  receive 
all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money  made  to 
the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee  may  other- 
wise direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited  statement 
thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society; 
and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a  full  report  of 
his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
Librar}'. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  and 
certifv  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 


Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  a])pli- 
cations  for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  snch  a])plications 
as  said  Conmiittee  may  approve  and  reconnnend  for  admission.  No 
applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by  said 
Committee  durinj^  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belonging 
to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  purchases 
for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Societ}'  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society's  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a  paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a  notice  for  a  meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE   III.      MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 


article  IV.     donations  and  deposits. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  vSociety  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a  duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  deliv- 
ered on  his  written  order.     But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so 


reclaimed  or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a  donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICr.E    V.      I.IBRARV. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Committee 
on  Publication. 

ARTICLE   VI.      PUBUCATION    FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a  Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE    VII.      ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a  regular  meet- 
ing, held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 


prcsibcnt's  Ct&brc55. 


THE  close  of  each  year  of  our  Societ\''s  life  calls  for  a  review 
of  its  activities  and  a  consideration  of  its  work— not  only 
that  which  has  been  accomplished  but  also  that  for  which 
some  preparation  has  been  made.  Our  chief  executive  ofhcer, 
as  without  hesitation  I  call  him,  the  Librarian  and  Recording 
Secretary,  tells  us,  in  such  wise  that  it  forms  a  part  of  our 
history,  of  the  progress  which  we  are  making,  of  the  gifts 
which  we  have  received,  of  the  purchases  which  we  have  been 
able  to  make,  of  the  service  rendered  to  our  own  members  and 
to  the  public,  and  of  the  possibility  of  future  activity.  In  a 
few  words  I  shall  speak  of  some  matters  of  detail,  and  ven- 
ture upon  some  suggestions. 

MEETINGS. 

At  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  year,  papers  have  been 
read  as  follows: 

In  October,  by  Col.  Francis  Parsons,  on  "  George  Washing- 
ton, his  Philosophy  and  Ideals." 

In  November,  by  Mrs.  Franklin  G.  Whitraore,  on  "Some 
Old  Letters  of  Virginia  Families." 

In  December,  by  Meigs  Heywood  Whaples,  on  his  ancestor, 
Return  Jonathan  Meigs. 

In  January,  it  being  the  centenary  anniversary  of  the 
adjournment  of  the  Hartford  Convention,  by  our  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Simeon  Eben  Baldwin,  LL.  D.,  on  that  Convention  and 
matters  connected  with  it. 

In  February,  by  George  Q.  Whitney,  Esq.,  on  "Southern 
Prison-pens  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion." 

In  March,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Coleman  Adams,  on 
"Simon  de  Montfort  and  Representative  Government." 

In  April,  by  Francis  Hubert  Parker,  Esq.,  on  "The 
Military  Marine  of  Connecticut." 

In  May,  by  President  Flavel  Swfeeten  Luther,  LL.  D.,  of 
Trinity  College,  on  "  Rene  Descartes." 


Each  of  these  papers  has  called  forth,  from  one  or  more 
members  present,  discussion  of  its  topic  or  a  statement  of  some 
connected  facts,  often  showing  a  wide  interest  in  the  historical 
matters  which  have  been  presented  or  to  which  reference  has 
been  made.  We  owe  appreciative  thanks  to  our  Committee  on 
Papers,  which  has  provided  these  essays  and  articles,  and  to 
those  who  at  its  invitation  have  addressed  us. 

At  the  business  meetings,  besides  the  needed  attention  to 
routine  matters,  mention  has  been  made  of  speciall}^  notable 
gifts,  and  the  remarks  of  those  present  have  often  shown  how 
intelligent  an  interest  thej^  have  created  or  awakened.  Three 
gifts  merit  notice  here,  though  a  full  account  of  them  will  be 
given  by  the  Librarian,  representing  as  they  do  different 
departments  of  antiquities,  and  thus  bringing  instruction  and 
enjoyment  of  different  kinds.  Miss  Alice  Welles  of  New  York 
has  sent  us  her  father's  remarkable  collection  of  autographs  of 
distinguished  Americans  from  about  1820  to  i860;  Mr.  John 
R.  Tracy  of  Rhode  Island  has  presented  several  fine  pieces  of 
furniture,  once  the  property  of  General  Henry  Champion  of 
Westchester  in  this  State;  and  the  surviving  daughters  of  the 
late  Isaac  W.  Stuart  have  presented  a  portrait  and  a  painting 
of  more  than  usual  value. 

OBITUARY. 

We  have  lost  one  Corresponding  Member  by  death,  Robert 
Alonzo  Brock,  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  Virginia  Historical  Society  and  editor  of  its  1 1 
volumes  of  Collections,  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Historical 
Society  and  editor  of  23  volumes  of  its  papers,  and  a  prolific 
writer  of  genealogical,  historical,  and  statistical  articles.  At 
the  time  of  his  death,  12  July  191 4,  his  name  had  been  on  our 
roll  for  twenty-eight  years. 

Seven  active  members  have  also  died,  namely: 

Thomas  Trumbull,  of  Hartford,  for  many  years  a  Secretary 
of  the  Hartford  Fire  Insurance  Company,  elected  a  member  in 
1892,  died  16  May  1915. 

Willis  I.  Twitchell,  of  Hartford,  deservedly  honored  in 
the  community  for  his  service  in  the  public  schools,  admitted 
to  membership  in  1893,  died  19  October  19 14. 


ED(iAR  Thaddeus  Welles,  of  New  York  City,  son  and 
editor  of  the  diary  of  Secretary  Gideon  Welles,  a  member 
since  1894,  died  22  Augnst  19 14. 

DwiGHT  Canfield  Kilbourn,  of  Litchfield,  Clerk  of 
Courts  in  Litchfield  County,  elected  in  1901,  died  28  October 
1914. 

Stiles  JuDvSON,  of  Stratford,  prominent  in  the  political 
life  of  the  State,  elected  to  membership  in  1905,  died  25  Octo- 
ber, 1 91 4. 

Leonard  Mor.se,  of  Hartford,  sometime  Judge  of  the  City 
Court,  admitted  a  member  in  1907,  died  2  April  191 5. 

Charles  Augustus  Quincy  Norton,  a  member  since 
1907,  died  2  February  19 15. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Besides  these  losses  by  death,  we  have  to  record  in  the  past 
year  the  resignation  of  seven  members.  Our  gain  by  election 
has  been  but  of  four  active  members;  so  that  our  roll  contains 
now  386  members.  This  number  includes  18  cx-officio  mem- 
bers (one  of  whom  is  also  on  the  list  of  active  members),  one 
honorary  member,  eight  corresponding  members,  and  360  active 
members;  of  these  latter  35  are  members  for  life  and  only  325 
are  chargeable  with  annual  dues;  they  have  actually  paid  into 
the  treasury  $787  in  the  past  year.  We  are  yet  a  good  way  off 
from  the  five  hundred  active  members  of  whom  I  have  spoken 
more  than  once  as  a  possibility  if  not  a  necessity.  It  think  it 
might  be  well  to  ask  the  Standing  Committee  to  devise  some 
practical  plan  for  calling  into  our  membership  men  and  women 
who  would  find  it  to  their  advantage  to  become  members  of 
our  Society  and  who  would  at  the  same  time  help  the  Society 
in  its  important  work. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

Our  last  annual  report  was  made  a  valuable  document  by  its 
full  enumeration  of  gifts  which  we  had  received,  especially  in 
the  William  Samuel  Johnson  Papers.  The  fifteenth  volume  of 
our  Collections  has  been  published  during  the  year  now  closed; 
it  is  the  third  and  last  volume  of  the  Governor  Law  papers, 
and  is  of  real  and  varied  interest.     I  have  asked  the  Librarian 


to  transcribe  into  his  report  the  greater  part  of  the  note  which 
as  editor  he  has  appended  to  the  volume,  partly  to  justify  our 
pride  in  the  value  of  those  recent  publications  as  they  are  a  con- 
tribution to  the  materials  for  our  Colonial  history,  and  partly  to 
encourage  us  to  continue  this  which  is  by  no  means  the  least 
important  part  of  our  work  and  which  admits  of  almost  indefi- 
nite extension.  He  has  already  entered  on  the  work  of  prepar- 
ing a  new  volume,  which,  following  the  chronological  order, 
will  contain  papers  relating  to  the  administration  of  the  first 
Governor  Wolcott. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  that,  without  including  the 
generous  donation  of  $500,  for  which  we  have  again  to  thank 
our  first  Vice-President,  we  close  the  year  with  a  fair  balance 
to  our  credit.  From  admission  fees  and  annual  dues  we 
received  $82  less  than  last  year;  but  from  the  special  subscrip- 
tions we  had  $82  more  than  last  year;  so  that  our  receipts  from 
members  were  exactly  the  same  in  each  of  the  two  years. 
Dividends  and  interest  have  brought  us  $124  less  than  a  year 
ago,  but  current  expenses  have  been  $90  less.  We  are  sure 
then  we  can  pay  all  charges  for  the  coming  year,  and  we  hope 
that  at  the  end  we  can  carry  over  even  a  larger  balance  than 
we  are  carrying  over  to-day. 

With  ever  increasing  opportunities  for  collecting  and  con- 
serving the  material  for  history  and  for  putting  that  material 
at  the  service  of  students  and  scholars,  with  an  ever  quickening 
enthusiasm  in  the  community  for  that  which  is  the  special 
concern  of  such  societies  as  ours,  and  with  ever  renewed  op- 
portunities of  justifying  to  the  commonwealth  our  calls  for  its 
encouragement  and  help,  we  make  up  the  record  of  the  closing 
3'ear  and  begin  that  of  a  new  twelvemonth. 
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librarian's  Jvcport. 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

This  meeting  closes  the  first  year  of  the  fourth  quarter 
century  of  the  Society's  existence  since  its  reorganization  in 
May,  1839,  and  marks  ninety  years  since  its  estabUshment  in 
1825.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  historical  societies  in  the  country. 
And  while  not  so  large  or  so  wealthy  as  some  of  the  others,  it 
nevertheless  possesses  a  good  library,  a  fine  collection  of  man- 
uscripts and  an  interesting  collection  of  historical  objects.  Its 
series  of  publications  is  a  worthy  one,  and  it  ranks  well  in  the 
brotherhood  of  the  historical  Societies  of  the  country. 

The  third  and  final  volume  of  "  Correspondence  and  Docu- 
ments during  Jonathan  Law's  Governorship  of  the  Colony  of 
Connecticut,  1 741-1750,"  has  been  issued  as  volume  fifteen  of 
our  "  Collections,"  forming  a  book  of  350  pages.  The  follow- 
ing is  extracted  from  a  concluding  note  in  the  volume: 

These  volumes  with  the  two  volumes  of  Governor  Joseph  Talcott 
papers  which  have  preceded  them,  form  an  unbroken  series  of  official 
correspondence  covering  a  quarter  of  a  century  up  to  1750;  a  series 
which  has  not  been  and  perhaps  cannot  be  duplicated  by  any  other  of 
the  American  colonies  for  the  same  period.  They  show  that  it  is  not, 
although  it  has  sometimes  been  so  considered,  a  barren  period  of  colonial 
history;  but  one  that  is  full  of  interest,  activity  and  important 
happenings. 

These  volumes  also  show  the  wealth  of  original  manuscript  material 
which  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society  possesses;  for  only  89  out  of 
the  881  letters  and  documents  contained  in  the  three  volumes  are  taken 
from  other  sources  than  the  Society's  archives. 

Action  has  already  been  taken  by  the  Society  towards  pub- 
lishing another  volume  of  "Collections,"  which  will  contain 
the  correspondence  and  documents  of  Roger  Wolcott,  who  was 
governor  of  Connecticut  for  the  three  years  and  a  half  next 
following  Jonathan  Law's  death,  together  with  some  other 
Wolcott  family  papers. 

The  only  other  publication  issued  during  the  year  was  the 
"annual  report,"  of  44  pages,  containing  the  usual  matter 
relative  to  the  Society  and  its  doings. 


Our  Wadsworth  Papers,  letters  and  copies  of  letters  written 
by  and  to  Col.  Jeremiah  Wadsworth  and  his  associates,  had  up 
to  this  time  been  but  poorly  assorted  and  arranged.  During 
the  year  the  letter  books  containing  copies  of  letters  written 
by  Wadsworth  have  been  gathered  into  one  lot;  and  the  letters 
written  to  him  and  his  associates,  with  some  actually  written 
and  sent  by  him,  have  been  gathered  into  one  chronologically 
arranged  series.  How  man}-  they  number  we  do  not  know; 
but  if  all  of  the  letters,  which  are  unfolded  and  laid  flat,  and  the 
letter  books  were  placed  one  upon  another  the)-  would  make  a 
pile  about  seven  feet  in  height.  The  period  they  cover  is  from 
1776  to  1800,  with  a  few  of  earlier  and  later  dates,  and 
naturally  the  letters  are  most  numerous  during  the  period  of 
the  Revolution  when  Wadsworth  was  acting  as  Commissary 
for  the  army.  Letters  written  by  many  of  the  famous  men  of 
the  period  from  Washington  down  are  to  be  found  in  this 
correspondence;  and  in  it  is  the  material  for  a  history  of  the 
commissar}'  department  of  the  revolutionary  army — at  least  of 
the  army's  northern  department.  A  considerable  part  of  these 
papers  were  the  gift  a  few  years  since  of  our  late  member  and 
oflficer,  Jonathan  Flynt  Morris. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  arranging  the  Johnson  family 
letters,  the  gift  of  which  was  noted  at  some  length  in  the  last 
annual  report.  It  is  proposed  to  arrange  these  in  several 
.series,  with  the  letters  in  each  series  placed  in  chronological 
order.  Letters  and  documents  relating  to  the  Mohegan  Case 
and  about  450  letters  written  b}^  or  to  William  Samuel  Johnson 
have  alread}^  been  arranged  and  a  card  written  for  each  show- 
ing by  and  to  whom  a  letter  or  document  was  written  and  its 
date. 

A  check  list  of  almanacs  published  in  Connecticut  down  to 
and  including  the  year  1850  was  issued  about  a  year  ago. 
This  list  notes  873  issues;  this  Society's  library  being  credited 
with  491  of  them,  195  of  these  being  eighteenth  century  issues. 
Since  the  publication  of  this  list  39  issues  have  been  added  to 
our  collection,  three  of  them  being  eighteenth  century  issues, 
and  seven  of  them  additions  to  the  printed  list  itself. 

In  June  of  19 14  a  company  of  members  of  the  Society  of 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  with  their  friends  made  a 
pilgrimage  over  the  route  followed  by  Gen.  George  Washington 


in  June,    1775,   from   Philadelphia,  when  on  his  way  to  take 
command  of  the  American  Army  at  Cambridge. 

As  the  General's  route  lay  through  Hartford,  and  as  he  was 
here  met  and  possibly  entertained  by  his  friend,  Col.  Jeremiah 
Wadsworth,  whose  home  was  on  the  spot  where  the  rooms  of 
the  Society  are  located,  it  seemed  proper  that  the  pilgrims  of 
139  years  later  should  be  entertained  here  with  some  memorials 
of  the  times  they  were  celebrating.  The  following  were 
exhibited  on  the  occasion:

On 
it  he  has  written  the  casualties  in  the  compau}-  at  the  battle  of  Bunker's 
Hill. 

Letter  (A.  L.  S.)  written  by  Israel  Putnam  to  Jeremiah  Wadsworth, 
May  II,  1779.  This  is  the  longest  known  letter  in  Gen.  Putnam's 
handwriting.

At  our  meeting  in  Januar\'  Gov.  Simeon  E.  Baldwin  read  a 
paper  on  "The  Hartford  Convention."  On  this  occasion  an 
exhibit  was  made  of  about  thirty-five  printed  documents,  pre- 
sented to  the  Society  in  1S42,  which  were  left  in  Hartford  by 
one  of  the  members  of  the  convention.  A  ninuber  of  these  are 
official  reports  issued  by  various  departments  of  the  United 
States  government;  others  are  various  documents  concerning 
the  war  and  the  views  held  in  several  of  the  New  England 
states  relating  to  it.

An  interesting  and  valuable  collection  of  autograph  letters 
was  received  from  Miss  Alice  Welles  of  New  York  City,  who 
presented  them  on  behalf  and  by  direction  of  her  father,  the 
late  Edgar  T.  Welles,  for  many  years  a  member  of  this  Society. 
This  collection,  the  result  of  many  years'  gathering  bj'  Mr. 
Welles,  consists  of  about  2,250  letters,  100  short  notes,  50 
commissions  and  miscellaneotis  documents,  a  number  of  them 
on  parchment,  and  some  separate  signatures.  The  dates 
covered  by  these  letters  are  the  period  1820  to  i860,  with  a 
small  number  both  earlier  and  later  than  that  period.  Letters 
from  (it  would  seem)  nearly  every  important  man  of  those 
times,  particularly  those  in  public  and  political  life,  are  to  be 
found  in  the  collection.  And  frequently  there  is  not  only  one 
but  several  letters  from  some  well  known  person,  perhaps  a 
dozen  from  each  of  several  presidents,  or  a  like  number  from  a 
high  naval  officer  or  a  United  States  senator.  In  all  there  are 
autograph  letters  or  notes  from  above  700  individuals,  sketches 


of  whom  are  found  in  Appleton's  "  Cyclopaedia  of  American 
Biography."  A  number  of  books  and  pamphlets  also  received 
from  Miss  Welles  are  of  interest  and  value  to  the  library. 

A  gift  from  Miss  Caroline  M.  Hewins  of  more  than  40 
volumes,  with  a  few  that  the  Society  previously  possessed, 
make  an  unusual  collection  of  the  curious  little  "  gift  books" 
which  appear  to  have  been  so  popular  between  fifty  and 
seventy-five  years  ago.  The  collection  includes  such  Hartford 
publications  as  The  box  of  jewels,  A  bridal  gift,  The  hare- 
bell. The  ladies'  vase.  The  moss-rose,  New  testament,  The 
voice  of  flowers.  The  weeping  willow.  Devotions  for  children 
and  youth,  The  parting  gift.  Songs  of  the  fireside. 

An  important  volume  of  documents,  edited  and  presented  by 
our  member,  G.  W.  F.  Blanchfield,  is  "Letters  written  by 
Ebenezer  Huntington  during  the  American  Revolution." 
These  letters,  some  70  in  number,  give  valuable  first  hand 
information  and  opinions  of  one  in  the  service.  In  this  con- 
nection it  may  be  noted  that  the  Society  possesses  a  valuable 
collection  of  letters  written  during  the  Revolution  by  various 
members  of  the  Huntington  family. 

Thirty-nine  genealogical  works,  about  the  usual  number  for 
one  year,  have  been  added  to  our  collection.  They  are:

Some  time  since,  the  Bureau  of  Railway  Economics  of 
Washington,  D.  C,  made  a  careful  list  of  our  various  railroad 
company  reports,  among  which  w^ere  found  many  early  and 
rare  ones.  Since  then  the  bureau  has  from  time  to  time  sent 
additions  to  our  collection  from  its  duplicates.  These,  wdth 
above  150  reports  presented  by  one  of  our  members,  have 
increased  our  collection  by  more  than  225  items  during  the 
year.

The  necessity  for  increased  shelving  and  room  for  our  library 
continues  as  heretofore,  except  that  it  becomes  greater  with 
each  passing  year.  There  is  now  no  suitable  space  available 
for  properly  arranging  additions  to  any  class  of  books  as  they 
come  to  the  library.  Instead  they  must  be  laid  in  piles,  tucked 
aw^ay  in  odd  corners  or  placed  at  the  back  of  a  shelf  behind 

other  books.
